The Funeral of Miss Bedient, the 
New York Suicide. 


Gossips Busy With the Poor Girl's In- 
timate Relations With Cass Flor- 
ence, the “Bad Example" of Corning

Conn, N. T., May 29.--The funeral of Hattie- 
Berthine Bedient took place yesterday afternoon 
from the home of her parents.

Both parents stoutly ‘maintain that there 
can be no truth in the reports of their daughter's 
intimacy with Cass Florence.

There is nothing in 
thig talk. The President has no particular occa- 
sion for disagreement with his secretary. There 
has been no issue raised between them of enough 
importance for them even to think of parting com- 
pany. Mr. Bayard does not hold the position of 
a premier. His duties now are strictly con- 
fined to his own department. The President 
does not seek his opinions upon matters of general 
policy, and would not be guided by them if they 
wers offered to him. All this frets and worries Mr. 
Bayard, but not to the extent of making him think 
of venturing to retire to private life. He hopes to 
redeem himeelf in his foreign policy. It would not 
be surprising, after he bas tried his hand in this 
direction, if he should seek to return to the Senate. 
Even if he should do this, he will be left in the 
Cabinet, accidents excepted, until one year from 
the coming wintes.

VILLING THE OFFICES. 
Thero is a good reason to hope that the Domo 
crats who obtain office as successors to Ro- 
publicans removed as offensive partisans will 
take caro not to be offensive partisans in office 
themselves, They are apt to jump at the con- 
clusion that the same conduct which would be 
offensive ina Republican office holder would 
not, in a Democratic office-holder, be at all of- 
fensive to a Democratic Administration. More- 
over, so long as Congressmen and Senators are 
consulted and deferred to in the matter of ap- 
pointments they will certainly be made with 
more or less reference to the past and future 


conventions and election contests, It will be 
the old machine, greased and run in the old 
way by a new set of hands, unless Mr. OLEVE- 
LAND finds an early occasion to give 
notice in an impressive manner that 
there isto be no more toleration of Federal 
office-holders in the role of henchmen. But so 
much attention has been, and still will be, 
directed to this subject by the recognition of 
offensive partisanism as good ground for re- 
movals, that a clear and comprehensive defini- 
tion of the offense will soon be formulated with 
sufficient authority to serve asa practical limit 
to the political activity. of the office-holders, 
Already the wolf tracks of boss rule and 
spoils monopoly begin to appear in the Mis- 
souri appointments, and if they continue to 
point the same way to the end, the end will be 
a machine as full-rigged and factions as bitter 
as those which paralyzed the Republican party 
in this State. When the roster of appoint- 
ments shall have indicated a combination on 
Senatorships, State offices and Congressmen in 
contested districts, the appointees in 
office will have to be very cautious in their 
movements and reserved in the expression of 
their preferences in contests for local nomina- 
tions, or they will become very offensive par- 
tisans to formidable factions in their own 
party, and the ensuing trouble will again illus- 
trate the evils inseparable from the manipula- 
tion of patronage by Senators and members of 
the House. 

No administration can intelligently fill and 
keep filled a hundred thousand offices without 
the aid of those who represent the several 
States at Washington, and where such aid is 
given with good judgment, with an eye single 
to the demands of the public service and with- 
out improper bias, the best results are attained. 
But it is a lamentable fact that, while Senators 
and Congressmen are not .elected to fill 
any offices but their own, great num- 
bersof them have utterly neglected their 
own business in their eagerness to fit pegs in 
offcial holes, only to multiply the stock of mis- 
fits to the great injury of their own party and 
of the public service, It has been suggested that 
the choice of Postmasters at least might be 
better determined by local elections, to the 
great relief of conscientious Congressmen, and 
we observe that some of the Congressmen in 
various States have adopted the suggestion. 
Unless the selections to be made by the Demo- 
cratic Congressmen under CLEVELAND’s ad- 
ministration shall give the country a better 
and less offensively partisan civil service, some 
new system of appointment will have to be de- 
vised, A civil service reform that leaves the 
method of selection untouched, and the influ- 
ences that control it unchanged, cannot amount 


to much.

LEGISLATIVE SALARIES. 

In the earlier times, and before the British 
House of Commons had become so powerful, 
its members were allowed by law a small com- 
pensation, if they could collect it from their 
constituencies, and some constituencies de- 
clined to be represented because they were too 
poor to pay a representative four shillingsa 
day, or failed to see how his services could be 
worth so much. After the Parliament became 
omnipotent and the House had become practi- 
cally the Parliament, the suffrage restrictions 
were not regarded as sufficient to retain the 
legislative and political power exclusively in 
the hands of the rich and privileged classes, 
and members of the House of Commons thence- 
forth had to serve without compensation. 
This compelled constituencies to choose rich 
men or the sons of the great families 
to represent them. In order to 
get some benefit from the extension of the suf- 
frage under the new franchise law, the work- 
ingmen of England propose to raise purses for 
the support of representatives of their own 
class in Parliament, while the House of Lords, 
to restrict the suffrage extension, insists on an 
amendment which would disfranchise for one 
year any voter who calls on the parish physi- 
cian to prescribe for his sick family, While 
nearly all of the salaries paid by Government 
are to scions of the great families, and while 
vast sums are paid from the public treasury in 
hereditary pensions to Dukes, Marquises and 
Earls, and to the descendants of royal favorites 
and concubines, a shilling’s worth of parish aid 
in the form of medicine must disfranchise the 
voter, and not a shilling must be paid from the 
Treasury to enable a man of small means to 
represent in Parliament the bone and sinew 
of England, the men who produce her wealth 
and fight her battles! If allowed to vote they 
must choose from a small, oxclusive and priv. 
ileged class a legislator who does not represent 
themsolves in interest or feeling, or their rep- 
resentative must depend on their uncertain 
bounty, or on bribes or logislative jobs for 
support, while protending to serve the people! 
Such an absurdity cannot last much longer, 
evon in conservative England.

Sinecures con- 
ferred on leading Prohibitionista, with unmis- 
takable reference to future Senatorial elections, 
and a long list of brothers-inrlaw and other 
relatives provided with public teats, must 
rather ungracefully crowd the background of 
any true picture that can be drawn of Missouri 
Democracy at present. If Senator Vest, how- 
ever, is brave enough to give free vent to the 
inspirations of his grand subject, his eloquence 
may put some of his Democratic coadjutors in 
Missouri on their guard against their tendency 
towards nepotism, bossism and political ring 
arrangements,

John Johnson, on Trial for Assault to 
Kill, Makes a Deadly Attack on the 
District Attorney—The Judge, Clerk 
and Spectators Badly Frightened— 
Prompt Conviction of the Accused,

Lyons, N. T, May 20.—The most exciting scene 
ever witnessed ina court-room in this region oc- 
curred in the Wayne County Circuit Court yester- 
day afternoon.

THE OIL SUPPLY. 


War in Europe Would Not Affect 
the Home Trade. 
rene . 
Russia the Only Competitor of the 
United States—The Home Supply 
Not Equal to the Demand—Interest- 
ing Statistics. 


Special Correspondence of the Post Diapa ick. 
TrTusviLe, Pa., May 27.—Sinoe there hag been a 
prospect of war between England and Russia, the 
petroieum trade has been discussing what effect 
hostilities would have upon the oil market. 80 far, 
the rumors of war have affected petroleum less 
than any other of the great commodities, and yet 
Russia is the only competitor the United States has 
in the petroleum trade. The oil wells of Western 
‘Pennsylvania and those of Baku onthe Caspian 
Sea, practically supply the world with petroleum. 
It is true some oil is produced in Canada, South 
America, British Burmah, Austria, and even in 
Germany. but it is not sufficient to supply home 
consumption, It is impossible to state exactly what 
the world's consumption of petroleum amounts to. 
The daily demand upon the Pennsyivania wells for 
home and foreign markets is now about 68,000 bar- 
rels a day, but it is dificult to obtain trustworthy 
figures regarding foreign oil. | 
As to the production of oil, statisties are a little 
more satisfactory. The production of oil in 1884 
may be put down at at about 31,000,000 barrels of 
forty-two gallons each, Of this amount 24,300,000 
barrels were produced by the United States 


and 5,000,000 barrels by Russia. Ot America's pro- 
ductien over two-thirds goes abroad, while, w th 
the exception of about 1,500,000 puds which were 
expo Russia consumes the entire out-put of 
the Baku wells. America’s largest customer is 
Germany, then comes England, and Belgium, China, 
Farther East Indieg, France and Holland, From 
the fo ing itis plain that a war engaging En- 
gland, dia, Afghan and Russia can have lit- 
or 


NO EFFECT UPON THE AMERICAN OIL, TRADE. 
Russia's oil production is now about equivalent to 
the home demand. She buys very little of us. At 
the same time her export trade isso small that 
even if it were to fall to us during hostilities, we 
should not be benefited to any extent. It is well 
known that in the event of an Afghan war, Baku 
would be the point of shipment for troops en route 
from the Caucasus to the seat of operations. The 
fleet of oil steamers trading on the Caspian and the 
Volga would no doubt be used as transports, and 
many persons tuink that this, with the possible 
drain upon the pepenenes of Baku for military ser e- 
ice might paralize, at least for a time, the Caucasian 
oil trade. For the past years the Russian oil busi- 
ness has been making great strides, securing urst of 
all the home market, and now being on the point of 
branching out iato Germany and Turkey, and the 
markets of Asia Minor and Central Asia. A 
check to this extension would of course be a benetit 
to American oil industry, persons when 
speak of the good effect war would have on

However, everthing at present looks very promis- 
ing, unusually promising, for tae home producer. 
Tne first time ip a long streich of years the produc- 
tion has declined and 1s still further deciming below 
the consumption and as a consequence the stocks 
on hand are being reduced, in tie last six months 
the stocks have been drawn upon at the rate of 
nearly, if not quite, 15,000 barreisa day. The dai 
production of tae oi ion of Western Pennsyi- 
vania and New York is now 58,000 barrels and the 
demand about 70,000 barreis, In addition to this 
the stocks in Europe are unusually low.

How Senator McPherson Defeated 3 
Republican Scheme. 


The New Jersey Senator a Warm 
Friend of the President—An Amend- 
ment Providing for the Election of 
United States Senators by the Direct 
Vote of the People, 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. * 
Wasninetok, May 27.—Senator McPherson of 
New Jersey hag remained in Washington during 
the spring. He is avery intimate friend of the 
President's, and is probably as near to him as any 
of the Senators. Mr. Cleveland is under special 
obligations tohim. Thestory of the occasion for 
special gratitude has never been told. It it had not 
been forthe Senator, the Democrats would not 
have elected a President. It was he who discovered 
a secret conspiracy to carry New Jersey for the 
the Republicans. During the latter part of the 
campaign he went over the State with one or two 
trained men forthe purpose of seeing how the 
election was going. In the northern part of the 
State, one of his agents came to him and said: The 
Republicans are strangely confident, I don't un- 
derstand it. I know a Republican, a hard-working 
man, who has scraped together $800, the savings 
of three or four years. He told me only last night 
that he intended to bet this money upon Blaine’s 
carrying the State.” This report caused grave ap- 
prehension in Senator McPherson's mind. He 
thought it very strange that this man would be 
willing to risk his savings upon anything less than a 
certainty. So he sent for him and cross-examined 
him. By promising to make good to him the 
amount of his bet, this speculative Republican was 


induced to tell the reasons for his confidence. 


After some hesitation the man told the story of 
the trade that lad been made. Three of the lead- 
ing candidates for county positions in the northern 
part of New Jersey had made a definite arrange- 
went with the chairman of the Republican State 
Central Committee to throw overboard the National 
ticket in return for help onthe local ticket. The 
Senator instantly saw the importance of the story. 
Such details of the trade were given him as to 
make him positive that it could be carried out un- 
less the conspiracy was exposed. If the trade 
should stand, New Jersey would go Republican by 
about 2,500 majority. The Senator does not care to 
mention the names of those Demo- 


crats who were detected in this con- 
spiracy. He visited them ver promptly 
after he had heard the story. He charged them 
directly with the intention of seliing out the Na- 
tional ticket. He was able to so conyince them of 
his knowledge of this conspiracy that they found 
it useless even to attempt a denial. He warned ail 
the Democrats iu the communities where the trade 
had been made, and notified the traitors that if 
they attempted to carry out their pian they would 
never again be allowed to live ia the State of New 
Jersey. ‘Terrified by this awful threat they ra. hed 
to a sense of duty and did not sell out. Tne day of 
the election, about noon, Senator McPherson met 
the chairman of the Hepublican State Centra! 
Committee. He said: “McPnerson, I am about send- 
ing out dispatches tothe chanman of the State

No such measure could be 
passed th u the Senate without very thorough 
agitation of the question 80 as to create an over- 
woelming popular sentiment in its favor.

Baron Carl Freſherr Von Dornberg 
Discusses the Situation.

His Estimate of the Relative Strength 
ofthe Opposing Parties—A Diplomate 
on His Way to Japan, and What He 
Thinks of America, 


rhis morning the register of the Southern Hotel 
was graced with the signature of Baron Carl Frei- 
perr von Dornberg, of Berlin, Germany. The gen- 
tieman, who was introduced to a Post-Disrarcu re. 
r by Clerk Walter Keith, is a strikingly hand 
gome young man of about 80 years, with rather an 
american appearance, His features are regular; 
rather delicate and extremely «aristocratic. 
Qo his right cheek figures 3 small 
scar, received, presumably, in some 
college encounter with the small sword. With a 
slight accent he informed the reporter in very good 
English that he was en route to Japan, and would 
possibly remain in the city for several days seeing 
the sights. He was formerly connected with the 
Interior Department of the German empire, but 
having a taste for travel, and being desirous 


of visiting the orient, he was transferred to the 
diplomatic service at his own request, and received 
the appointment as Consul-General to Toxio, Japan. 
“| would have made the trip via India,” said he, 


but you know that it ig very hot there, oppressive- 


ly so, at this season of the year, and for that reason 
[thought it would be much more pleasant to cross 
the States. Then, anyhow, I always 
to observe the man- 


ners and customs of your country. We read 


t many conflicting aecounts of them in Europe. 
' sgreat many books and articles have been pub- 


jshed on America, you know, and in many cases 
what you would call com- 
petent to judge of their subject. What strikes me 
most favorably is the astonishing rapidity with 
which the every day comuerce of the land is car- 
ried on, and the almost total absence of govern- 
mental interference or red tape with all classes and 
conditions of mercantile affairs. There can be no 
doubt that the people —9 supreme. This city 
has a large German population, has it not!“ 

This question was answered correctly, and in re- 
turn the reporter inquired concerning the immigra- 
tion laws of Germany. “Of course,” said the 
Baron, we have 

LAWS UPON IMMIGRATION, . 
but they are in no manner designed to impede or 
obstruct it. They are not ju the least strict, and do 
not interfere, saving ; where the 
Government is positive that the country to 
which the emmigrant is going isunhealthy, etc., 
Then they are informed fully and truthfuly upon 
the state of affairs and advised, advised, mind you, 
not to leave. They are not prevented. The Chan- 
cellor has never interposed any objection to immi- 
gration to the United States.“ 

“Will you give me au idea of the political situa- 
tion in the German empire?” 

“Certainly sir, but you know it is very hard for a 
person who knows nothing about our home affairs to 
understaud what all of tne squabbling and fighting is 
about. At the present moment the country is di- 
vided npon two principal issues: the tariff and the 
church. Now, to take the first. In 1879 tbe Chan- 
cellor, or rather the Conservative or Government 
party, introduced into the German Parliament and 
enacted into a law our present protective tariff sys- 
tem. It has been in operation some time now, and, 
afterafair trial, I think our merchants and a 
majority of our people are pleased with it. 
it, Of course ladmuit that there is a strong party 
opposed to it, butit is hardly provable that the 
Government will be beaten upon tue tariff question. 
On the fight on this issue, tue Ceatrum, or church 
party, stood by the Conservatives, and it was with 
their assistance that the measnre was carried, The 
parties opposing protection are the Liberals and 

‘toe Socialists. Ine latter always are against the 
Government no matter what the question may be.” 

“What is the comparative strengtu of the differ- 
ent parties in the National Parliament?” 

“Well, the Conservatives, led by Heildorff and 
Kardorff, number about Hage the Liberals or 
Progress ouists under Herr Richter, say fifty; the 
Roman Catholics championed by Wiudhorst, 100, 

and the Socialists, whose most prominent leader is 
& man 
VERY APPROPRIATELY NAMED BABEL, > 
are about twenty strong. 

Allo! these parties, however, are subdivided into 

cliques, clans and rings, as, for instance, the Con- 
trulus are composed of the MHanovarians, the 
Polandera and the Alsacians; the Liberals of the 
Progressionists and the Nationals, Upon all strictly 
party questions they vote solidly, of course, but 
otherwise they change as suits each separate 
cique. The National wing of the Liberal party 
geverally goes with the Conservatives, thereby 
giving the — a majority. The Conserva- 
lives have possibly the abiest leaders, and upon all 
important questions are under tae immediate con- 
rol of the Chancellor himself, who for nearly a 
year past, since his his health has improved, has 
appeared in the Parliament very frequently aud 
spoken upon all questions of policy or which relate 
directly to the executive department of the govern- 
ment. Bismarck is very popular with the masses 
aud his utterances are greatly respected, and have 
considerable weight with even his most bitter oppo- 
nents) They cannot forget that he made the 
Corman Empire what it is, and, consequently, not 
oniv reverence, but Jove him.” 

“You said something a moment ago about the 
church figuring in politics, Baron?" 

“Yes, sir; I've been allowing myself to stray off.

The United States Senate Committee in 
Session at Philadelphia. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 29.—The United States Senate 
Committee on Interstate Commerce resumed its 
Sessions to-day in the Continental Hotel.

COLOR BLINDNESS. 


Red and Green Most Bother Those 
Whose Vision is Imperfect: 
From a Paper by George 8. Munson. 

The most frequent defect in color blindness 
is the inability to distiNguish red. A distin- 
guished professor in an English university once 
wore a scarlet gown through the streets, much 
to the amusement of many whosaw him. On 
being asked by a friend what appeared to him 
to be the color of his robe, he answered, point- 
ing to some evergreens near by. It seems to 
me to resemble those as closely as possible.” 
The next color most frequently mistaken for 
some other is green. The importance of this 
defect is estimated by the frequency of its oc- 
currence: If it occurs only once in ten 
thousand persons, it is of course of less im- 

rtance than if happening once in one hun- 

red. Men are more frequently affected with 
this defect in vision than women, The defect, 
when it is congenital, as it is in. most of the 
cases under the observation of physicians, is 
curable. It is sometimes induced by immoder- 
ate use of tobacco or liquor. As many as one 
in twenty-five of the men employed 
on lines of travel are affected by this in- 
ability to distinguish red from green. The 
color-blind in case of accident by travel on land 
and sea cannot readily be detected because of 
the difficulty of tracing the cause of the acci- 
dent. 3 e cannot tell a red from 
a green light, but one of these lights appears 
darker Por — bright to him than the other. 

The test of the color-blindness is not how well 
one can name colors, but how much he sees 
them. If two letters be drawn, one red and an- 
other green, on a background, a person who is 
red blind will distingush only the green letter, 
and a person who is green blind would fail to 
distinguish or see the green letter. In other 
words, to the first the red color is suppressed 
and to the second the green. The red blind 
will place a purple or a green alongside of a 
rose color, supposing them all to be the same 
shade. The green biind will confound the blue 
and the gray with the rose color. The test for 
an engineer is not to name colors and

red with red and green with n of 
their various shades. Four per cent of the 
50,000 employees of the Peunsylvania have 
been found totally color blind ten per cent 
more or less affected with this defect of vision. 
Five per cent of the same were found with 
imperfect hearing. In this city livesa well- 
known animal inter who is entirely color 
blind. He selects his color not by knowing the 
color itself, but by reading their names on the 
tubes. He employs y only black, brown, 
and white in his work. 

Dr. Jeffries of Philadelphia instituted a very 
efficient test of color blindness by suspending 
numbered skeins of worsted of different colors 
from a rod. The standard colors of rose, red, 
and green, with all the various shades of these 
colors, were numbered with the odd numbers. 
All other colors were numbered with even num- 
bers. The persons examined for color blind- 
ness were invited to match shades of the three 
named before as the standard, agdif any so 
named were among those numbered with the 
even numbers it was seen at once that they 


were unable to distinguish colors.

A PERILOUS TRIP. 


Exciting Ride Over the Kootenai Rap- 
ids in a Bateau. 
From the Walla Walla Statesman. 


The 2 was told to a Statesman 
reporter by H. Toles, who had just made 
the run of the Columbia River from the line of 
the Canadian Pacific to the Little Dallas: The 
party consisted of Mr. Toles, James Bowen, 
Archie and Paul McDonald and H. L. Wright. 
They struck the Columbia at Farwell, the sec- 
ond crossing of the river on the Canadian Pa- 
cific going west. Atthat pointa bateau 33 
feet in length, 6 feet wide anda 6-foot beam 
was constructed of split „ and when com- 
pleted and laden with worldly goods the voyage 
was begun. 

The first twenty-five miles was passed with- 
out any event worth mentioning. As the boat 
was gliding along rapidly in comparatively 
smooth but swift water, a snag was suddenly 
encountered, which upset the bateau in a twink- 
ling, throwing the five voyagers into the ice- 
cold water and forcing them to swim for dear 
life. All hands landed’ safely on shore, but the 
bateau andits contents was gone, but fortun- 
ately was captured again a few miles below 
stranded on a rock in the rapids. By this acci- 
dent the party lost about $200 in currency, their 
matches, clothing, blankets, provisions, etc., 
and out of the entire outfit only one sack of 
flour was saved. Nothing daunted the party 
relaunched on the tiresome journey, trusting to 
luck for provisions, which they happily obtain- 
ed from others who were more successful in 
their journey. The Arrowhead lakes were 
reached and there with a fair wind they made 
over sitxty miles a day. 

Once through the lakes the Kootenai rapids 
were reached, and there the fun commenced. 
The immense body of water flowing down the 
Columbia was here compressed through a nar- 
row and rocky gorge and the seething waters 
boiled and threw up a mist so heavy that the 
banks could hardiy be distinguished. The 
waves rolled twelve and fourteen feet nigh and 
broke over pro 1 rocks with a roar that 
deafened the silent on-lookers, who gazed upon 
the scene with a feeling of awe, mingled with 
fear. Everything ready, the bateau plunged 
into the first white-capped wave, and for an 
instant was lost to sight, then again emerging 
into view it was shot like an arrow down stream, 
narrowly escaping being thrown on an ominous- 
looking bowlder projecting from the water in 
mid-stream like a grim sentinel calmly await- 
ing the approach of the enemy to launch forth 
his messenger of death. Then the boat was 
suddenly drawn into a calm, where the ex- 
hausted boatmen hoped for rest, but were to be 
9 for the water begins to describe a 
circle. The whirlpool is filling and a moment's 
delay on the spot meansdeath. The bateau and 
its precious cargo will be sucked into the now 
troublesome vortex and all will be lost. With 
the energy of desperatioh the four oars beat 
the water and suddenly the craft shoots forth 
and leaves the whir behind, which by this 
time, as if maddened by the escape of its prey, 
boiled and seethed and whirled in its seemingly 
frantic attempts to swamp its prey.
